H. Washburn 


Regarding 


the Freedom 


of the Press 


Answering official criticism di- 


rected at newspapers in general, 
William H. Grimes, editor of the 
Wall Street Journal and a Pulitzer 
prize winner, told journalism stu- 
dents at DePauw university,Green- 
castle, Ind., yesterday: 


"Censorship often 
begins with 


charges that the press is 'irre- 
sponsible.' 


"Every newspaperman who ever 
has dug up something that some- 
one else was trying to hide, each 
one who has stressed a fact some- 
one did not want to face, has been 
accused of being irresponsible. If 
you are to accept without question 
this idea of responsibility, who is 
to judge when you arc irresponsi- 


"Thcrc is one press in the world 


that is almost a hundred per cent 
responsible, the press of Russia. 
There, no editor is irresponsible 
more than once." 


The principal peril, Mr. Grimes 


went on to say, "arises from the 
questioning of the values of all 
freedoms in a modern world, and 
the groups which raise those ques- 
tions often are in the forefront of 
critics of the press." 


On small issues newspapermen 


describe their "hot seat" with an 
epigram. They say: "Advertising 
is what folks will pay to put in the 
paper — and news is what they 
will pay to keep out." 


And the same epigram may cover 


the truth on larger issues, too. It 
seems to me that that is what Mr. 
Grimes was saying in his Indiana 
speech yesterday. 


For if honest reporting and edi- 


torial criticism brings the news- 
papers of America into collision 
with the current economic desires 
of the government 
or even the 


I people — then the question may be 


raised whether it is wiser to stick 
to the old-tirne American gospel of 
bringing out the truth through de- 
bate, or to shut both your eyes and 
your mouth and trust that a few 
"experts" in high places will have 
enough luck to dodge both the truth 
and the consequences of dodging it.

upon 


development. 


Ho said operators cannot know 


whether they arc going to strike 
oil, 
gas or a dry hole, and that 


they averaged about four 
unpro- 


ductive wells to one with gas or 
oil. 


"It would be an utter impossi- 


bility for the production end of the 
oil and gas industry to continue if 
it is to be regulated as a utility," 
Lawton testified. 


"No producer could remain 
in 


business if he is only to receive a 
utility rate on his producing pro- 
perty without regard to the many 
other expenditures required in the 
oil industry." 


He named specifically those for 


geological and geophysicial work, 
purchase "of 
protective acreage 


which may never bo drilled x x x 
and the cost of dry holes." 


Opposition to FPC regulation of 


natural gas also was expressed at 
the hearing by O.C. Bailey, chair- 
man of the Arkansas Oil and Gas 
commission. 


Bailey said extension 
of 
FPC 


controls over production and gath- 
ering activities makes it more dif- 
ficult for state conservation agen- 
cies to "effectively fulfill their res- 
onsibilities." 
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Congress Wants 
to Know More 
of Farm Program 


Washington, April 8 — (/P) — A 


somewhat skeptical congress took 
a "tell-us-more" attitude today to- 
ward 
the 
administration's 
new 
farm program. It is aimed at cut- 
ting consumer grocery 
bills 
and 


keeping farmers prosperous at the 
same itme. 


"I want to hear more about it, 


how it would operate, and what it 
would cost the taxpayers," was the 
typical reaction ot members of 
congress who heard Secretary of 
Agriculture Brannan 
outline 
the 
plan yesterday. 


The secretary was called before 


the house agriculture committee to- 
day 
to 
answer 
questions. 
He 


sketched the 
program 
before 
a 


joint meeting of the house and sen- 
ate 
committees 
yesterday, 
but 


there was not time for members 
to inquire extensively into its pro- 
visions. 


Even so, it was quite apparent 


that the plan faces tough going. It 
drew immediate 
sharp 
criticism 


from some Republican farm-state 
leaders and 
from the powerful 


American farm bureau federation. 


Democrats as a whole withheld 


judgment. Chairman Elmer Thom- 
as (D-Okla) of the senate agricul- 
ture committee said he was in 
"full accord" with the plan's ob- 
jectives. But he did not commit 
himself on its methods. 


The methods, rather than the ob- 


jectives, will be the subject of de- 
bate and controversy. 


Expected to arouse sharp 
op- 


position are these 
provisions of 
the program: 


(1) Use of government payments 


to farmers to assure them a mini- 
mum return for such products as 
hogs, cattle, lambs, milk, butter- 
fat, eggs, poultry, fruits and vege- 
tables. 


If the price set by the free-play 


of supply and demand failed to 
give the 
producer 
a 
pre-deter- 


mined minimum rteurn, the gov- 
ernment would make up the dif- 
ference in the form of 
a 
check 


drawn upon the treasury. 


(2) Abandonment of the 
parity 
system of 
determining 
so-called 
"fair" price goals for farm pro- 
ducts. Adopted in the first year of 
the Roosevelt New Deal, this sys- 
tem has been 
the 
backbone of 


farm-aid programs ever since. It 
would be supplanted by a new sys- 
tem designed to assure agriculture 
a certain minimum income rather 
than minimum crop prices. 


(3) Provisions 
for 
broadening 


government controls on farm 
op- 
erations. These face stiff 
opposi- 


tion. Farmers would be required 
to cooperate with all government 
programs affecting 
all 
products 


produced by them to comply with 
sou conservation 
programs 
in 


order to be eligible for any price- 
support aid. 


While the government holds 
it 


already has such wide control au- 
thority, the power never has been 
used.

Observers noted meanwhile that 


Russia's chief deputy foreign min- 
ister, Andrei A. Gromyko, has held 
his fir eon the North Atlantic pact. 
He was expected to blast it soon 
after the assembly convened last 
Tuesday. Indications are that he 
will pick the most opportune time 
for his attack. There is no indica- 
tion when it will come. 


So far, Gromyko has not made 


a major address in this assembly. 
He is slated to speak on the ques- 
tion of Italy's former colonies at 
the next meeting of the 58-nation 
political committee, possibly Satur- 
day or Monday. The date had not 
been set when the committee ad- 
journed last night 
after 
hearing 
from France and Britain.

These sources say the Russians 


may have decided not to present a 
formal resolution calling on

Washington, April 8 —(/I3) — The 


United States, Britain and France 
announced today they are ready to 
end military control over 
West- 
ern Germany as soon as a pro- 
posed "German federal republic" 
is set up. 


Occupation forces would remain 


in Germany under top civilian con- 
trol. 


A joint communique said "com- 
plete agreement" on "the whole 
range" of outstanding German is- 
sues was reached in conferences 
here among the foreign ministers 
of the three-powers — Secretary of 
State Acheson, Foreign 
Secretary 
Ernest Bevin of Britain, and for- 
eign minister Robert Schuman of 
France. 


With the establishment 
of 
the 


German Republic, 
the 
communi- 


que said, the military 
governors 


in Germany will be replaced 
by 


high commissioners and 
military 
commanders will remain only to 
head the occupation forces. 
It was added that "the functions 


of the Allied authorities will 
be- 


come mainly supervisory."

The high commissioners "will be 


the supreme Allied agency of con- 
trol."

but will carry about

day the president did not rula out 
entirely the possibility that

funds might be pared. 


Senator Wherry of Nebraska, tne 


GOP floor leader, said that if the 
president asks for 
more 
money, 


congress may have to choose be- 
tween in-thc-red spending or 
in- 


creased taxes. Mr. Trumnn 
told 


his news conference he still wants 
taxes raised. 


(The president expressed confi- 


dence last night in his general pro- 
gram. He said in a telegram 
to 


the convention of Americans

"As long as the people know where

"It may have been that the leg- 
slature intended only to levy the 
.ise tax to avoid unfair competition 
'rom states which have no sales 
tax. But the law doesn't say." 


Officials of the sales tax division 


of the Arkansas Revenue depart- 
ment, said the use tax applies to 
virtually all tangible personal prop- 
erty. From out-of-state mail order 
houses are subject to the tax, 


Exempted in the 'use tax law is 
property used in creation or ex- 
jansion of manufacturing or pro- 
cessing units and building or re- 
pair of transportation and commu- 
nications facilities.
